Being Drowned. 
Some exiraorilin.iry mental phenoraena occur 
in drowning. As soon as respiration is sus- 
pended by the indrawing of water into the 
lungs, consciousness is immediately suspended. 
From nil that can be pathered in regard to the 
action of the heart, that organ probably acts, 
but feebly, a considerable time after the func- 
tian of respiration is suspended. By its mus- 
cular force arterial blood i.-? driven outwardly 
to the head faster than the veins bring it back, 
and consequently tfce mind is plunged, as it 
were, into profound sleep ; for the loss of coii- 
sciotisuess results from a sudden apoplexy in- 
duced by au e.vtra accuuiulrition of bloo.d in 
the delicate texture of the brain. 

When the pulsations of the heart stop, then 
the tension of the muscles iela.\ ; and if no 
elforts of resuscitation are made, vital heat 
diminishes gradually, and the next change is 
I au expansion of compressed gases in cavities 
! of the l)ody, due to the first processes of chem- 
ical decomposition. If the body, however, is 
recovered immediately, even though respira- 
tion and the circiilatfon are quiescent, it is 
possible to re-establish the movement of the 
blood by artificial warmlli, friction, and arti- 
ficial inllatiou of the lungs, vigilantly con. 
tinued for ii long while. The trial is not 
always successful, but so encouraging that the 
prospect demands the utmost perseverance. 

With the revived action of the heart, tha 
moment the lungs beuiii to take in oxygen 
from the air forced into them, life begins to 
return. So it is admitted by the physiologicul 
philosophers that the seul is won back, if it 
liail gone, in the act of restoration ; or else it is 
morally certain its departure at death is a 
gradual process, which may be interrupted, 
and rciniprisoned iu the brain again by human 
eOort and skill.

It will take a long time 
to restore the lost features of the abused 
city, and many of them may never be re- 
stored. The late Xapoleon did more tow.iids 
the adornment of the French metropolis than 
any one mm ever did before, and if he were 
restored now to the throne of France, though 
a;;e has crept upon him, and trouble has bro- 
ken his spirit and borne him down, it is not 
unlikely he would prove the most offective 
agent in bringing the city back to something 
like its former glory. We hope, for the sake 
of the civilized world, that these Fremh 
differences will soon bo permanently adjusted, 
and the tide of peace and prosperity once 
more tlow in and out the gales of Paris.

"A man named Wheeler reports that he 
was taken out and whipped by a party ol 
men in Estill county for as.(ociating with ne- 
groes — taking his family to dine with a family 
of negroes, and allowing his wife to ride uu 
with a negro. He says they strapped him 
across a log, and he "counted thirly-nine 
las/ies." The character of ihe man is attested 
by several of his friends, and his story, to 
some extent, may be true ; but if it is, the 
lashes were not sufBcieiitly severe to disturb 
bis mind in the process of counting. It is an 
outrage in any community to undertake the 
correction of such social inclinations by force; 
and if. the perpetrators are discovered, they 
should be severely dealt with by the law. 
In any part of t'le United States a white man 
may now associate with negroes — eat, drink, 
or marry with them without violating any 
statute ; and however repulsive it may be to 
other white men or women, it is not their 
province to interiere. If Wheeler or any of 
his friends can identify the parties who mal- 
treated him, we have no doubt the civil law 
will grant him ample redress. But there is 
no place in the United States, Irnm Maine lo 
California, where persons who violate the 
S)cial laws of a neighborhood are not liable 
to fall into the hands of legulators. A case 
in point was going the rounds of the press 
list week, where a negro in Syracuse, New- 
York, was whipped and ducked lor otTering 
to escort a while lady from church during a 
shower, under the protection uf his umbrella. 
Had this occurred in one of the extreme 
Soulbern States, instead of in the loyal city 
of Syracuse, State of New York, it would 
nave been ample provocation for a suspeiision 
of the writ of tuibeas corpus, and for putting 
tho still rebellious Stale under martial law ; 
bit, as it occurred north ol Mason and Dixon's 
line, it was not deemed necessary to raise a 
howl over it, as no political capital could be 
made by howling in that fccctiun.

From Hon. U. II. Stauton's charge to the 
grand jury of .\lasou county, ioipanaeled on 
the llth lost., we take the luIlowiDg extract: 
You cannot be unaware that just now, and 
for some time past, the Slate of Kentucky has 
been represeuied in other parts uf the L'uiou 
as being not only in ii state of ceneial law- 
lessness, but that her Legislature aud courts, 
from ii criminal syni|iathy with the olfenjers, 
arc unwilling to exercise their power tg sup- 
press or prevent it. 1 cannot answer tor other 
parts of the State. Yoii can answer for .Mason I 
coiiriry; and 1 can say lor this judicial distr ct, 
which reaches almost to the State of Virginia, i 
that no part of the reproach which is thusta^l I 
upon the Slate applies to us. ll is not Hue I 
that disorder, violence, or lawlessness is ' 
general ia tins district, or that there is Ihe I 
slightest reason to apprehend the existence of 
wiial are called Ku-Klux amongst us. It ' 
Would be folly to deny that the ordinary num- 
ber of felonies and misdemeanors occur here, 
as ihey do elsewhere, but, while this is true, 
there has been no reason tosuspccl that in any 
part of the district men are confederated to- 
gether to defy the laws, or commit violence, or 
jirodnce disorder. I have heard of no such 
iiijluwriil combinations or conspiracies. The 
d strict has 1 een as free from such un evil, not 
i.nly during the lime I have presided over it, 
bat for the term ol my imiiieUiatu predecessor, 
since the war, as any pari of this broad L'uioh. 
To the credit uf the grand juries, and otheis 
entriisled with the prosecution of otl'enders, I 
am happy lo say nowhere have these diiLies 
been more taithfully performed, aud nowhere 
have peace aud good order mole generally pre- 
vailed. 

\Vc have laws to punish every conceivable 
public uH'ense which may occur in the State. 
If the statutes enacted by the Legislature, lor 
the puiiishmenl of crimes and misdemeanors, 
do nut embrace every case which can arise, we 
have the more comprehensive authority of the 
common la , which I think does. It only re- 
mains, therefore, for those who are entrusted 
with the eoforeeinent of the laws to Uo their 
duty in bringing oll'eriders to justice, and no 
crime of any character committed within 
the jurisdiction oi our courts can go unpuu- 
islied. 

I have referred to these charges of general 
lawlessness and disorder as prevailing iu the 
titate, lo deny that they were applicable lo this 
tourtccuth judicial district; and not for the 
purpose of iucliniiig you lo rela.v in the least 
dejiiee your diligeiuc in the discharge of the 
very impcrtaut duties intrusted to you as the 
gi;.iiid iiuiuest of the county. Uu the con- 
trary, penlleineD, I would have you carry 
with you into the grand jury room more than 
usual earnestness — mure than ordinary dili- 
gence — and perform your labors, that the 
world shall see you arc determined, so far as 
the law can eiTect it, that no crime shall 
ge unpunished in this county, and ihal no 
reproach shall rest upon you, or this court, 
for a 'ailuie to bniig olleudeis to justice 
and to execute the laws. You shall have the 
whole power of this court lo bring witnesses be- 
fore vou tiom every part ofthe county. II there 
is the slightest reason to suspect lhat there ex- 
ists in any part of the county any secret organ- 
nation or conibioaiion of men for UDlawful 
purposes, whttier political or otherwise, send 
for all persons in the neighborhood, whom you 
may think likely lo have any knowledge of the 
parties and their purposes. If any wiiness 
shall refu.se to testify, proceed with him belore 
the court, artd h^ shall he dealt with as the laws 
provide. Omit nothing, gentlemen, that is in 
your power, under the laws, iliorou^hly to 
probe this matter lo the very bottom. If I am 
mistaken — rf these conspiracies to defy Ihe 
l.iws — if. any organizations, having for tlieir 
purposes disorder, viuleriee, or crime — .liould 
exist witliin the couiiiy of Mason, I liid you 
frrrvl them out aud ludict all those cugnged. 



BEAST BUTLER-THE MODERN DEMOGOE- 
GOK. 

(From (bo Wasbiujton Patriot ) 
On the tawny margin of the great Libyan 
Desert, where no shadow falls except the red. 
iurid, dealh-frnught haze of the Simoon; 
where the tiery sun streams down its glorfing, 
incessant shower of heat to seethe the brain; 
where man aud beast and bird bury themselves 
out of si^rht until the night fetches iu its simu- 
lacrum of coolness to make breathing less than 
a burthen, and motion lighter than an ache — 
there, a wonder of the world during all the 
wondrous a^es, un-corched, uuninkiu^ equa- 
ble, calm as a river-god in his reedy, cool grot, 
sits the mysterious statue of tin Sphyux, gaz- 
ing with inscrutable eyes upon the desert, oui- 
staring all starers, motionless, unfeeling, iin- 
consciuus of fiery sun and blistering dust, and 
mad, scalding dancings ol the heat-frenzied 
sands. As Spbynx in her desert, so sits Benja- 
min F. Butler in Congress and before the ua- 
tion, unscorched, unbleuching, unwinking, 
the inscrutable mystery of shaiuclessness, the 
incarnate ideal of naked, brazen eiriunteiy. uii- 
blistered l>y the hot scorn of leu million tongues 
shouting indignant rebuke, unshaken by the 
fieice simoons of invective belbrb which honest 
men ttould wither and droop like tender flow- 
ers cut down, impervious lo the liery pricks of 
maddi ning consciousnesses, and the unaltera- 
nle, degraded sense of universal spewing froth I 
What a spectacle it is! 

We hud bat few parallels to this paragon of 
unblushing mendacity in ail the pages of his- 
tory. We might, indeed, be able to pattern 
him better were we more largely informed 
about those sweaty, oiled, and perfumed mon- 
sters ot the Greek and Koinan lower courts, 
who waited on the Emperors, catering lo all 
unutterable shameless vices and sickeuinc, 
hideous depravities, with smooth counieiiances 
aud itching palm — those heroes whom .M.irlial ^^^^ mcetin 
aud Pcironius have celebrated, aud Jnvenil 
has scourged with his indit^nant lash. We 
might be able lo discover examples by which 
to read him could we peneirale iiiio the frinlii- 
ful mysteries of the Ottoman porte, and read 
the histories of sorue ol those fat, imiia.-isive, 
sodden Pashas, who began life as the boy 
favorites of Mnhmoud or his chief ollicers. We 
might liud instances meet to put alongside uf 
this in the annals of the Court of Charles II, of 
Kngland, that filthy court where the monarch 
himself set an example of depravity, where 
Uochestcr played the astrologer to get couri 
secrets, and Crorooiit got rich liy open use of 
cogged dice, ami Sedley, a hustiand, a father, 
a noble, and a wit, \^s pelted by the mob and 
egged by the washwomen lor outra^^ing decency 
on the very streets, and beloulimt Ihc air wiih 
ribaldry to m:ike linkmeii blu^h and the coarse 
populace hang their heads. 

We migh'. find parellelsiri the records of the 
Borgias, and in the clnonicles of the excep- 
troriahly w icked llegent of Orleans, for Butler's 
lirazeu front; and yet we hone.^tly believe in- 
stances ran be picked out in his cir<-er which 
make him tower above them all. Why, even 
lhat great cowardly belching butcher. Com- 
missioner Yeh, of Canton, atier he had decap- 
itated his hundred thousand men nud stolen 
his twenty millions of dollars, and slanged and 
bullied, and lied and cheated, when be was 
attacked and defeated, and dragged by Ibe 
Kugli.-h sailors out of his hidihg-place, where 
he lay quiv.ring like a great pudding thrust 
into a put ton small to hold it, aud was con- 
fronted with the people whom he tortured and 
maligned, could not retain his assurance, but 
averted his face, and stammered and tried to 
explain and extenuate. But Butler! whoever 
saw him blush ? Who e»er saw him stammer 
or seek to draw even the slightest veil of de- 
cency and decorum over that monstrous froul 
of bra'.en iniquity? Behold him challenging 
his cur-like record as general, coolly uucorking 
himself with the same instrument that bottled

In the issue of the Citizen on the 15"h of 
March, 1S70, we published an article from the 
Louisville Courier-Journal on the projected 
coiineciions with the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad. In that arliili'. it was staled that 
'■the Chesapeake and Ohio Company regarded 
a direct road Irom the iniiuth of the Uig SanJy, 
thruujh I'aris, Georgelown, Frankfurl. and 
ahelhi/i'ille, and the railroad bridge over the 
tails lu St. Louis, as the most viiluahU link in all 
their conieuiiihited Western connections. It 
would !<ive them a great east and west thor- 
ou;:lilare. through the center of a vast and 
opulent region, provided at last with a cheap 
access lo a conveuient outlet. Whether a com-

Dear Sir; In respon.'e ta your inquiry, I 
would state that article 4, section 6, of school 
law gives arbitrary "jiower lo lay olf. alter, or 
abolish districts, &c., ' to the school commis- 
sioner, limited and directed by the provisions 
of article 

The ruling of this olTicc is, that section 19, 
of article 4, does not grant the right of appeal 
lo any disaffected person, from tiie act of the 
eomniissioner "layir.g off, altering, or abolish- 
ing a district, " providing ibc s.iid act is done 
iu due form of law. 

Section 10 prescribes a jreceral rule of action 
by the commissioner, and grants a general 
right of appeal from his acts. But section 6 
eontains a special grant of power to the com- 
missioner for a special purpose, making this an 
exception to the general rule of seclion 19. 

The propriety of giving the commissioner 
the power of districting his county, without! 
a| peal to the board of education, is manifest.] 
■flie members 01 ihe board are not, and cannot | 
bi- presumed to be, familiar with the necessities ! 
of a neighborhood, the topography of the lo- 
. riliiy, or any ol those incidenial facts which 
must be considered iu defining and' fixing the 
boundaries of a district. 

1 Would say. however, that there is no work 
of the commissioner w hich requires more care 
anil discretion than this; and 1 trust yours 
will consult only the besl intereslsof the great 
masses, and not be influenced by anv of the 
selfish jealousies, petty intrigues, and factioD- 
isin w hich sometimes spring up w ith interesied 
.md ofKciuus parties iu ibe proposed districts.

Fruit Trees. 

The fi)iloning respecting fruit trees will be 
found interesting: 

1. When fruit trees occupy the ground, noth- 
injf else should, except very short grass. 

2. Fruitfulness und growth of trees cannot 
be expected the same year. 

3. There is no plum that the curriculo will 
not take, though many kinds may soQielimes 
escape for a year or so in one place. 

4. Peach borers will not do as much damage 
when stiff clay ia heaped all around the tree a 
foot high. 

5. Pear blight still puzzles the greatest men. 
The best remedy known is to plant two lor 
•very one that diet". 

6. If you don't know bow to prune, do not 
hire a man from the other side ol the sua, who 
knows less than you. 

7. Don't cut oil' a big lower limb unk-ss you 
are a renter, and don t care what becomes of 
the tree when your time is out. 

8. A tree with limbs coming out near the 
ground is worth three trees trimmed up five 
leet. 

9. Trim down, not up. 

10. Shorten in, not lengthen up. 

11. If you had your arm cut off. you would 
feel it to your heart; a tree cannot feel, but rots 
to the heart. 

12. When anybody telU you of a gardner 
that understands all about horticulture and 
agriculture, and he can be hired, don't believe 
a word of it. Such a man can make more than 
you can afford to give him ; and if he has 
sense enough to understand the business, he 
will have sense enough to know this. 



How TO Know Whkn Timothy Seed are 
Good. — Will old iimothy seed grow ? This ques- | 
tioii i.< oftpti asked, an<l for the benefit of my i 
fellow-farmers I will give them an item worth 
knowing. Take a piece of paper and pour a 
thin layer of seed upon it, then set the paper 
on file." If tlie seeds in burnii.g make a snap- 
ping noise as though the seeds were bursting, 
they will grow. But if tbe paper burns up 
without any crackling noise, discard the seed 
as worthless, as the germ is without vitality.

Churn More Milk or Skim Deeper. 
A correspondent ol tbe Mark Lane Express 
says : 

"From observation, I believe loo many but- 
ter-makers do not skim as deep or churn as 
much milk as lliey ought. I hear them say 
IhOit they do not like to get so much milk, or 
sour cream, in with tbe cream. It is a com- 
mon practice for most butter.miikers to have a 
skimmer that is perforated with holas, that 
the milk may pass thnmgh into the pan from 
which the milk is being taken. If any one has 
a better reason for not skimming deeper, I 
shall bo pleased to hear it, and herewith give 
my reason why I think we ought to skim 
deeper and churn more milk with the cream: 

First, there are but few dairy-houses so far 
remote from the odors of the kitchen swill-pail 
or barrels, or some decaying vegetable matter, 
as to keep the cream Mom absorbing odors 
that injure the Havor of the butter; and the 
cream must first receive, or have these odors 
pass through it, before they can reach the milk, 
as it is most exposed. The milk, therefore, 
must be pure, and, if churned with the cream, 
will aid in taking up the odors from the but- 
ter. By churning only tbe cream, the dash of 
the churn must, as we "hink, injure the butter- 
globules and make the butter salvy, as the 
friction is more directly applied to them than 
would be the cast if milk was mixed with the 
cream. 

There are times when the milk sours before 
all the cream is up; yet tbe milk must be 
nearly, if not quite, as good, from the same 
cow that is being fed the same feed, in a warm 
morning. But we often get twice the amount 
of cream in the cool days that wo do in the 
warm days, and the quality is belter. Take 
for instance the 24tli of August, a hot, sultry 
day, the cream hardly paid for the labor. 
Now, lake the 2i;ih of the same monlli, IHti'J, a 
good, cool day, that gave a nice yiela of cream. 
It is to be supposed that there is that difference 
in the milk produced Irom the same cow on 
Ihose days, when the cows were fed in the 
Sttiue pasture, tliat there was in the amount ot 
butter made from their milk by skimming the 
cream only. I have thought that when the 
milk is brought in a healed coiulilion, and 
placed iu a warm room, that perhaps muny of 
the butter-globules were exploded by ihe heai, 
and that they mingled with the milk like al 
cohol with water, but to churn all the milk 
would be to get more butter. ' 



Bed Bug Exterminator 
A lady who moved iiilo a liuuse swarming 
with bed bugs, after cleansing the house, tells 
ow she exterminated the bugs from her bed- 
steads : 

"I took ateaspoonful of quicksilver, costing 
tenor fifteen cents, which I beat up witii tlie 
whites of two eggs, just a,? 1 would make 
frosting for cake, or till thequicksilver is thor- 
oughly mixed with the egg. This I applied 
with a feather lo every crack and crevice where 
11. bed bug could hide, after washing the bed- 
steads iu cold water. This I repeated three or 
four times during the second summer. The 
result is, 1 have not seen a bug for two years. 
As the bugs will not stay where the quicksil- 
ver is applied faithfully, it is necessary to over- 
haul the bedding frequently to capture strag- 
iflers who are seeking a more healthful 
abode." 

A Simple tliiMKDY korCanckii. — Col. Ussery, 
of De Solo, La. , says that he fully tested a 
remedy for this troublesome disease, recom- 
mended to him by a Spanish woman, a native 
of the country. The remedy is this : 

Take an egg and break it, pour out the 
white, retaining the yolk by the shell, pnt in 
salt and mix with the yolk as long as it will 
receive it; stir them together until a salve is 
formed ; put a portion of this on a piece of 
sticking plaster, and apply to the cancer about 
twice a day. He tried the remedy twice in 
his own family with entire success. Such a 
remedy is within the reach of every one, and 
should be known lo the world. 



RitMSDY FOR A Felon. — Many persons are 
liable to extreme suffering from felons on the 
finger. The following prescription is recom- 
mended as a snre cure '.or the distressing ail- 
ment : "Take common rock salt, such as is 
used for salting down pork or beef, dry it in 
an oven, then pound it fine and mix with 
spirits of turpentine in equal parts. Put it iu 
a rag and wrap around the part affected, and 
as it gets dry put on more, and in twenty-four ^ 
hours WB are cured ; the felon is dead. ' It 
will do no harm to try it. 

Xeubaloia. — \ correspondent of the Lancet 
says: "A few years ago, when in Cliina, I 
became acquainted with the fact of the natives, 
when suffering with facial neuralgia, using 
oil of peppermint, which they lightly applied 
to the seat of pain with a camer-hair pencil. 
Since then, in my own practice, I frequently 
apply this oil as a local ana'Stlielic, not only 
in neuralgia, but in gout, with remarkably 
good result." 

Ice Cream. — One gallon of cream, two 
pounds of rolled loaf sugar, one teaspoonful of 
oil of lemon. If for vanilla ice cream, two 
eggs beaten, and one tablespoonful and a half 
of tincture of vanilla should be used; mix 
well and freeze in the usual way. The vanilla 
or Icinou should be well mixed with the sagar 
before ills added to the cream ; by this means 
the cream will all be flavored alike. 



BfeS^The Scientific American, in answer to a 
correspondent, gives the following simple but 
useful rule for computing the relative power of 
flowing streams: " Tne motive powers of 
streams, flowing equal volumes of water, will 
be directly at their falls. If a stream through 
which a given volume, at a given point, flows 
ten feet, produce at that jioint one hundred 
horse power, the same volume falling al an- 
other point twenty feet would yield two hun- 
dred horse power. The horse power of any 
body of falling water is the weight in pounds 
which falls per minute multiplied into the dis- 
tance in feet through whichjit falls, and the 
product divided by 3.'j,000." 

Don't keep in a constant fret about 
things that may be annoying, or worry about 
things you cannot help. Troubles are not 
lightened by fretting. The true remedy is to 
keep cool and try to master difficulties, and not 
let them master you.

'■ To Revive Fadsu Black Clothks. — Boil 
three ounces of logwood in a quart of vinegar, 
and when the color is extracted, drop in a 
piece of carbonate iron, the size of a large 
chestnut; let it boil five.minutes. Have the 
Articles to be restored well sponged with soap 
and hot water, laying them on the table, and 
brush the nap down with a epooge. Then 
lake the dye upon the table and sponge them 
all over with it, taking care lo keep them 
smooth, and brush downward. 

When completely wet with the dye, dissolve 
a teaspoonful of salaratus in a Icicup of warm 
water and sponge over again with this, which 
sets the color so completely that nothing rubs 
off. They must not be wrung or wrinkled, but 
carefully bung up to drain. The brownest 
cloth may be made a perfect black in this sim- 
ple manner. So many people have faded gar- 
ments that this recipe may be of service in 
restoring them to a lively color. 

New Remedies kor Bur.sb. — Two new rem- 
edies for burns are added to the list. The first 
is charcoal. A piece of vegetable charcoal 
laid on a burn at once soothes the pain, says 
the Gazette Medicate, and it kept applied for an 
hour cures it completely. Tbe second one is 
sulphate of iron. This was tried by M Jool, 
in the Children's Hospital, Lausanne. In this 
case a child, four years of age, had been ex- 
tensively burned, suppuration was abundant 
and so offensive that they ordered the child a 
tepid bath, containing a couple of pinches of 
sulphate of iron. This, gave immediate relief 
to the pain, and being repeated twice a day — 
twenty minutes each bath — the suppuration 
decreased, lost its odor, snd tbe child was soon 
conTaUscent. — Medical Prett and Circular.

Heas fed on 
clean, sound grain, and kept on a clean grass 
run, give much finer flavored eggs than bens 
do that have access to stables and manure 
heaps and eat all kinds of filthy food. Hens 
feeding on fish or onions flavor their eggs ac- 
cordingly — the same as cows eating onions, 
or cabbage, or drinking offensive water, im- 
parts a bad taste to the milk and butter. The 
richer the food the higher the color of the 
eggs. Wheal and corn give the best color, 
while feeding on bucKwheat makes the eggs 
colorless, rendering them unfit for some con- 
fectionary purposes. — Cnuntri/ Gentlemen.
